Nex: SUMMER brings the birthday for the Social Se- 
curity Act. 

There'll be fifty candles on the cake. 

For it was on the 14th day of August, 1935, that 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt signed into law the 
Social Security Act, the Magna Carta for the aged and 
aging in our country. 

FDR presented one of the pens with which he 
signed the bill to the Fraternal Order of Eagles, say- 
ing: 


“The pen I am presenting to the Order 
is a symbol of my approval of the 
Fraternity’s vision and courage.” 


Earlier, as Governor of New York, he had pre- 
sented to the Eagles the pen he used to sign the New 
York state old age pension act, saying: 


“Most of the credit for showing the 
need of Old Age Pensions is due- 
and will be given to the Fraternal 
Order of Eagles. They started this 
nationwide movement.” 


Later, in acknowledging the “full help and support” 
of the State Eagles in securing enactment of the New 
York old age pension law, Governor Roosevelt said, 


“It would be more accurate to state that, when the 
Eagles of New York State fought for a statewide old 
age pension law, they had my full help and support.” 


Similar campaigns succeeded in state after state, coast 
to coast, and led to the introduction and passage of 
the Wagner-Lewis bill for a national Social Security 
Act.

But we can do more, 
as we did in the long struggle for state old age pension 
and national old age security legislation. We can take 
observing the Social Security Act birthday to the Main 
Streets of the Jand. We'll be marking an important 
event in the life of our nation and having fun doing 
it,
